- Regarding the remarks to indicate another filing patent application (p. 5:ll), it should be noted that the examiner performs the examination 
only on this current application. 

- Regarding the argument addressing to claims 11-21 it appear the arguments remain the same as the arguments filed in the remark on 
1 1/27/2007, where Applicants contend they claim 

a multi-language debugger with the capability to debug a source code file which contains 
multiple nested languages, wherein the multi-language debugger interprets multiple languages that 
are nested in a single source file, and wherein the multiple nested languages can include both 
compiled and interpreted languages; 

and Bogle cannot do or cannot does the claim 1 1 , where Applicants refer the Bogle's FIG. 4 and its spec that it cannot do not indicate the 
capability to debug a source code file which contains multiple nested languages. 

As addressed in the mailed final Office action, the language of the claim "capability" is only an inclusion that does not change the structure 
of a debugger. The specification and claims do not show functional elements for the performance on such a capability. As noted in the 
examiner previous response, containing multiple nested languages is only the programming's domain. An inclusion of "capability" against a 
prior art's feature cannot point out a patentable difference over the prior art. . 
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
